Premier Bennett, distinguished statesman, fin- 
ancier and lawyer is one of the outstanding public 
men in North America. He was born in Hopewell, 
New Brunswick, July 3, 1870, the eldest son of 
Henry J. and Henrietta (Stiles) Bennett, United 
Empire Loyalist descent. He was educated in the 
public and high schools of New Brunswick, and 
Dahousie University, Halifax, and was admitted to 
the Bar of New Brunswick in 1893. In 1897 he 
moved to Calgary and from that time on has been 
prominent in the Government of the Dominion. 
Premier Bennett has twice represented Canada at 
Geneva for the International Red Cross. He was 
Director General of the National Service under 
the Act of 1917. He was Minister of Justice and 
Attc:ney-General of the Dominion in 1921 and 
Minisizr of Finance in 1926. He was elected 
leader of the Conservative Party at the national 
convention in Winnipeg, October, 1927, and 
was chosen Prime Minister in 1930. 


Premier Bennett, by his constructive statesman- 
ship and admirable qualities as a leader, has won 
the respect and admiration of contemporary states- 
men in the United States, as well as in his own 
country. He is enormously interested in the public 
welfare aside from his political activities, and has 
contributed in a very large way to the advancement 
of Canadian hospitals and similar institutions. 
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Motion Pictures and the Hospitals 


OTION PICTURE producers, in portraying hospital scenes, or in adapt- 
M ing scenarios featuring hospitals, physicians, and nurses, have 
occasionally been guilty of incorporating objectionable scenes and 
dialogue which are in no way interpretative of accepted hospital conditions. 
The latest film that evidenced this poor taste, portraying the hospital 
and nurse in a decidedly unfavorable light, is “Night Nurse.” 

In this “movie-talkie” the hospital scenes are in no way characteristic 
of modern hospital environment. The character of the nurse in this pic- 
ture, as well as the dialogue, is objectionable and approaches the scurrilous. 

Any thoughtful person viewing this film will condemn it. In film 
photography the aim of the authors and producers should be to portray 
scenes and characters faithfully. If it is an art it should picture scenes 
and characters that are elevating and it should not resort to the indecent 
and objectionable things in life to interest the public. 

The American Hospital Association protests the production and show- 
ing of films that disparage our hospitals and their nurses. The correspond- 
ence with Mr. Will Hays is attached for the information of the hospital 
field. At the same time the Hospital Association of the State of New 
York made a similar protest to the producers of “Night Nurse.” We are 
encouraged in the hope that future productions will give the public the 
impression of hospitals and nurses that is representative of the work they 
are doing and of the contribution they are making to the public welfare.

My dear Doctor Caldwell: 

For Mr. Hays, during his absence on an extended business trip, I have 
the privilege of acknowledging your letter of August 8 criticizing the pic- 
ture “Night Nurse” as being a distinct reflection upon hospital operation 
and the character of nurses in general. 

It is the honest purpose of the motion picture industry to avoid offense 
to any of its patrons. Certainly no producer would willingly offend the 
members of hospital staffs and of the nursing profession. 
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In fact, an important feature of the program of self-discipline which 
has developed in the industry in the last nine years, under the guidance of 
Mr. Hays, is the practice of seeking expert advice in the production of 
motion pictures which, in theme or locale, involve the nationals of a 
foreign country, technical details of any business, or the ethics and pro- 
cedures of a profession. 

The policy referred to was followed in this case. Inquiry discloses the 
fact that the studio affected secured the services of an eminent physician 
in California and followed his advice regarding the details of hospital 
technique as well as the portrayal of the nurses and physicians as shown 
in the picture. 

Your letter will be referred to the studio concerned and will also be 
made available to ail studio executives on the coast. It will thus serve 
the purpose of indicating to the producers the need of even greater care 
in the future. 

In fact, this situation indicates that closer contact between your or- 
ganization and our own might be desirable. I hope, therefore, that you 
will permit me to anticipate calling on you in Chicago the next time | 
visit your city for the purpose of discussing with you in greater detail 
than is possible in correspondence the methods and procedures by which 
the industry seeks to avoid offense in these respects. In such an interview 
I would hope that some suggestion might be developed between us where- 
by through the good cffices of your organization prompt advice could be 
sought and obtained by a studio in case any doubtful question regarding 
hospital procedure or practice developed during the production of a motion 
picture.

A Talking Moving Picture of the 
Toronto General Hospital 

The American Hospital Associa- 
tion, cooperating with the education- 
al department of the province of 
Ontario, has arranged for a motion 
picture of the food service, the tel- 
autograph signal service, and other 
departments of the Toronto General 
Hospital. Through the courtesy of 
Mr. C. J. Decker, the superinten- 
dent, who will supervise the taking 
of these films, one of the most in- 
teresting features of hospital opera- 
tion will be shown at the Toronto 
convention. 

The central food supply and car- 
rier service of this institution is per- 
fect in its mechanical operation. 
The large private pavilion accommo- 
dating 376 patients is _ serviced 
through this installation and in such 
a manner that it takes less than four 
minutes for the feod tray to be set 
up in the central kitchen and deliv- 
ered to the bedside of the patient 
most remote from the central ser- 
vice. 

The telautograph system of sig- 
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naling in this hospital is of special 
interest and introduces an innova- 
tion in the hospital field. 

The American Hospital Associa- 
tion is greatly indebted to Superin- 
tendent Decker, Mr. Henry A. Row- 
land, chairman of the local arrange- 
ments committee, and the education- 
al department of the province of 
Ontario for making this film and 
placing it before the delegates to the 
Toronto convention. 





The U. S. Marine Hospitals 

There are twenty-five marine hos- 
pitals in the United States under the 
jurisdiction of the United States 
Public Health Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice, to which during the past year 
three hundred thousand persons ap- 
plied for treatment and in which 
from three to four thousand sailors 
are constantly sick. The cost of 
operation of these institutions is a 
little in excess of $5,000,000 a year. 
The average cost of operation is ap- 
proximately four dollars a day for 
patients. 

When the marine hospitals were 
first organized they were financed 
by a tax of twenty cents a month, 
later increased to forty cents, levied 
upon each American seaman and 
deducted from his wages and col- 
lected by the collector of customs. 
Later on this tax upon the indivi- 
dual sailor was replaced by a levy 
upon tonnage, and finally by direct 
appropriations made by Congress. 
It has been fifty years since the 
forty-cent tax upon the individual 
sailors was collected. 

A great many of these marine 
hospitals are antiquated and Con- 
gress appropriated funds for a build- 
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ing program, which will not increase 
the number of the hospitals but will 
replace many of those which are no 
longer serviceable and will place the 
remainder in a condition comparable 
to modern hospitals. Under this 
program two fine institutions have 
been completed on the Great Lakes, 
one at Detroit and the other at 
Cleveland. A five hundred bed hos- 
pital is under construction in San 
Francisco and a six hundred bed 
building in New Orleans. A smaller 
one is being built at Galveston and 
construction on a new hospital to 
cost $1,600,000 will be started in 
3altimore in the near future. 





Electric Consumption by 
Radio Sets 

A computation made by the De- 
troit Edison Company places the 
consumption of electricity by radio 
sets at 100 to 130 watts in one hun- 
dred hours, or, averaging in K.W., 
at 11.5 kilowatt hours in one hun- 
dred hours. This would cost 22% 
cents per one hundred hours of 
radio set operation at the average 
prevailing domestic electric light 
rate in the large cities. The differ- 
ence in consumption between a five- 
tube and an eight-tube set is too 

slight for serious consideration. 





Who Controls Our Hospitals? 

Sixty-three per cent of all hos- 
pital beds are controlled by Federal, 
state, and local governments, 28 per 
cent are owned by non-profit asso- 
ciations, and only 9 per cent are 
private business enterprises. The 
average investment per hospital in 
the United States is $425,000.

Plans for the construction of the 
first skyscraper in France, a hospital, 
have been submitted by the well 
known French architect, Mr. Le 
Corbusier. The plans for the Beau- 
jon Hospital at Clichy contemplate 
a building of eleven stories, and will 
provide for the accommodation of 
1006 beds, with 350 private rooms. 

Consulting rooms and dispensaries 
will be provided for on the lower 
floors and two of the upper stories 
will be devoted to the care of tuber- 
culosis patients.

The County Board and Hospitals 
in South Dakota 


Under a recent ruling in the 
South Dakota law permitting county 
boards to appropriate county funds 
to maintain one or more wards in 
the. hospitals located within the 
county, the attorney general of the 
state ruled that the county commis- 
sioners could legally appropriate 
county funds to make appropriations 
for this purpose. He held that 
while the board had this right the 
money could not be appropriated 
until the hospital had been located in 
the county, and this was held to 
mean that the hospital must be in 


actual operation before any such 
funds appropriated can be made 
available. 





Lieut.-Col. William Moir 
Gartshore, LL.D. 


The hospitals of the Dominion of 
Canada, as well as all of those of 
North America, lost one of their best 
friends when  Lieutenant-Colonel 
William Moir Gartshore passed 
away July 26. Colonel Gartshore 
had been interested in hospital de- 
velopment for almost fifty years 
and at the time of his death was 
chairman of the board of trustees 
of Victoria Hospital, London, On- 
tario. He had taken the keenest 
interest in hospital progress and had 
contributed generously to hospitals 
‘on various occasions. To him the 
Victoria Hospital is indebted for 
its present operating suites and its 
nurses’ residence. 


Colonel Gartshore was an inter- 
ested and active member of the 
American Hospital Association for 
many years and was a constant at- 
tendant at the conventions of the 
Association. 

During the seventy-nine years of 
his life he has occupied many posi- 
tions in public life in Canada and 
was one of the Dominion’s most 
prominent citizens. He was always 
prominent in any movement for the 
public welfare and at the time of 
his death was honorary president 
of the McClary Welfare and Bene- 
fit Society, which he founded almost 
fifty years ago. He was president 
of the St. John’s Ambulance Asso- 
ciation and of the Child Welfare 
Association.

The hospital will 
serve the nomadic Eskimos and the 
hunters and prospectors who search 
for fur and gold on the fringe of 
the Arctic Circle. Educational 
courses in hygiene and in preventive 
medicine will be given the Eskimo 
children by the sisters and staff of 
the hospital.

Alabama 
Birmingham.—Contracts in excess 
of $50,000 have been awarded to 
the L. E. Ford Construction Com- 
pany to remodel the Children’s Hos- 
pital. 
Illinois 
Alton.—Dr. James C. Stewart, 
director of the State Hospital, has 
announced that building costing ap- 
proximately $325,000, to include 
wards for soldiers, a building for 
tuberculous patients, and a nurses’ 
home, will be added to the Alton 
State Hospital. Construction of 
these buildings, authorized by the 
last General Assembly, will be 
started at an early date. 
Chicago.—Construction on the new 
seven-story nurses’ home connected 
with the Children’s Memorial Hos- 
pital started on August 14. This 
home will cost, when completed, 
$400,000. It will be ready for occu- 
pancy within the next ten months. 
Granite City—The new $300,000 
addition to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital 
was dedicated on August 2.

Maryland 
Baltimore.—Preparation of work- 
ing drawings and specifications for 
the $2,000,000 hospital building be- 
ing erected at the Baltimore City 
Hospital has been started and the 
construction work should be under 
contract by autumn. The tentative 
design for a red brick structure pre- 
pared by Architect Edward D. 
Palmer, Jr. has been approved by 
the board of supervisors of city 
charities. This building, when com- 
pleted, will accommodate four hun- 
dred patients. It will have a ma- 
ternity and a children’s department. 
Sykesville—A new building to be
